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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: At page 9 of the remarks filed 2 April 2009, 
Applicants argue that Gallatin et al. do not teach "screening a library of vectors for a member that has a desired activity, nor does it teach 
the use of a reporter protein that affects or regulates a biolo gical process in a cell." However, at column 5, second full paragraph, Gallatin 
et al. teaches that the test proteins being screened have a second part (of the fusion) which represent a library of sequences. With respect 
to the reporter gene, if it had no effect within the cell, it could not be used to screen or select for the presence of the vector. An enzymatic 
reaction is a biological process. With respect to the rejection under 35 (JSC 103(a), the arguments against Gallatin et al. were addressed 
above, and thus the rejection is maintained for the same reason as the rejection under 35 USC 102(b). 
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
